GERMAN SOLDIER'S STORY 
BRINGS REALIZATION OF 
-~ AWFUL HORRORS OF WAR 


Troops at Attack of Liege Urged on By Reckless Bravery of Officers to Throw Away Their 
Lives—Rush into Certain Death Magnificent But Folly—Bodies of Brave Men Cre- 
mated in View of Comrades—Spirit of Attackers Entirely Broken. 


(Capital Leased Wire.) 

(By Count Rudolphe Ehpreburg.) 

Maastricht, Aug. 12.—Fugitives from 
the German army operating against 
Liege have given details of the advance 
into Belgium and the attack on Liege 
from the invaders point of view, They 
belonged to a detachment which was 
overpowered by HLelgian cavalry, and 
fled into Holland to escape capture, 

They were disarmed by the Dutch 
soon after they crossed the frontier, 
and I understand they intend to emi- 
grate to America. They have had 
enough of campaigning and a country 
in which militarism is rampant. Here 
is the story of the march on Liege 
as related by the most intelligent one: 

“We went by train to Herbesthal, the 
last German town, the outskirts of 
which touch the frontier. We travelled 
in open goods trucks, and the journey 
was like a triumphal progress, every- 
where acclaimed by the people. Old 
men came out to bless us, and women 
and girls passed alongside the train 
encouraging us with kind words and 
more substantial gifts of food and 
drink. 

Few Stray Shots Fired. 

“At Herbesthal we took to the road 
and advanced into Belgian territory. 
On the frontier itself there was ab- 
solutely no resistance. Though I be- 
lieve a few stray shots were fired at 
our cavalry scouts, wro preceded the 
main body. 

“After occupying the first Belgian 
town of Limburg, where locomotives 
and rolling stock were found, we con- 
tinued our advance to Verviers, which 
was cleared of Belgian troops by our 
cavalry before our arrival. The in-

GREAT LAN 
FIGHTS REPORTED 
TO BE IMMINENT 


Combined Belgian and French Troops and German Army of the 
Meuse Liable to Clash Near Liege—Kaiser’s Forces May Also 
Meet Detachment Under General Joffre Soyth of Spincourt— 
Both Sides’Supported by Great Numbers. 
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London, Aug. 12.—Two great land battles seem to be imminent. 
One between: the combined Belgian and French forces and the Ger- 
man army of the Meuse on the plains near Liege, and the other be- 
tween the French and German army of the Moselle on the first line 
of the French defences extending roughly from Longwy, near the 
junction of the French, Belgian and Luxemburg frontiers and south 
to Spincourt. A third great battle is possible in Alsace, where the 
French army of invasion has been halted and forced to fall back from 
Mulhausen and is believed to be-facing the German army of defence 
in the fortified position at Neu Breisach. 

The German army of the Moselle, which has been pouring its 
troops through the grand duchy of Luxemburg and across the French 
border for days, appears to be spreading out in a fan-shaped battle 
line through the opening in the French line of fortified defence north 
of Verdun. 


Armies Nearing Each Other. 

No tigures are available for either the German army of invasion 
or for the French army which is opposing it, but all reports indicate 
that both are in great numbers. That the two armies are nearing 
each other is indicated by the receipt of reports of skirmishes between 
advanced guards and cavalry detachments all along the line, at 
Longwy at Longuy, a few miles to the southwest at Marville and 
Montmedy, still further west, and at Virton, half way between Longwy 
and Montedy and a little to the north of them in the Belgian province 
of Luxemburg. 

Moselle Army Strengthened. 

There is a general belief that the Germans have strengthened 
this army of Moselle. It became evident that the Belgians were not 
going to permit the German army of the Meuse to sweep unopposed 
|through Belgium and to support this army the Meuse on the north. 

A report of a German advance from frontier towns of France, 
north of Verdun, would seem to indicate that the German strategists 
felt that this army of the Moselle has been delayed long enough by 
the misfortune in Belgium and that if the reported German plan of a 
quick and hard blow of France is to be carried, it must be by the 
army at Moselle at once without waiting for support from the north. 

Germans Forced to Retreat. 

Paris, Aug, 12.—(via London)—It is officially announced that 
the French troops around Spincourt, in the department of Meuse, 
forced the German cavalry to retreat, although the latter were sup- 
ported by artillery.

As tliat ship was 
strangely silent though known as a 
gossiper by wireless, Condon became 
suspicious and sent a message of 
warning to the Mauretnia operator, his 
chum. The only reply he received 
was the terse reply “Beat it,’ which 
came through the air to him. 

Not only did the Mount Royal fol- 
low the advice, but the Calgarian and 
Royal Edwrad are also in the vicinity.

SaloMEine the city treasurer to pay 
to the various contractors, under the 
rection of the deputy finance com- 
missioner, on account of work already 
done, sufficient money to cover actual 
payrolls, as far as funds are available, 
up to the time of notice of suspension 
of work, which was served about two 
weeks ago, It is directed that the con- 
tractors furnish duly certified pay- 
rolls, and the payments to be made to 
contractors must not exceed » the estl< 


suspension of work. 

This action by the board became im- 
perative because of the demands of 
laborers in the employ of contractors 
for wages past due. In one instance it 
was reported that a gank of Italian 
laborers called twice on a local con- 
tractor yesterday and emphatic de- 
mands for money were followed by 
threats that if the wages were not 
forthcoming the premises of the con- 
tractor would be dynamited. 

The board also decided this morning 
to pay discharged employees of the 
various operating departments only up 
to the time of discharge, except In the 
instance of men being called to war, 
in which cases wages will be pald for 
the balance of the present month. Each 
case, however, will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. 

At a meeting late this afternoon the 
heads of the various city departments 
will submit lists of employees whose 
services readily maybe dispensed with, 
and wholesale discharges are antici- 
pated. Each discharge will be acted 
upon separately, by resolution, thus 
protecting the city from suits for 
wages.

As s00n as this 
question will be answered with a sacri- 
fice of blood and goods, such as never 
heretofore har been waged, the map of 
Europe may show some important 
changer, but {t will bring about a con- 
dition which for many decades to come 
will obviate the foolish race for the 
heaviest armaments. 

“Most painful In these events, not 
only for us the Germans on English 
territory, Is the fact that for the first 
time in history Germans and Hritons 
are firhting against each other, This 
shows that the present war ts far 
more than the historical fight of the 
Teutonic people aginst the Slavs. 
That {t has come over us like the fate 
which could not be averted, does in 
no way diminish the deep regret which 
must be felt about it. Close relatives 
ns they may be, retening families can- 
not avoid to draw the sword against 
each other, Thus the fact that nations 
nre closely related can no more deter- 
Taine on which side they have to stand 
in the last decisive struggle, than can 
years of closest co-operation in the 
works of culture. The only hope re- 
mains that In the interests of human- 
ity the decision may come after only 
a short fight. 

“One thine, however, we must and 
we shall not forget. We, the Germans 
on Brittsh territory who since years 
have co-operated with the British 
people to develop this country to 
the highest degree, have time and 
again expressed our hope and ardent 
desire, that lasting peace and thor- 
ough mutual understanding between 
the two nations may be the result of 
this work. The present struggle will 
pass, It must not and it shall not 
sever the ties which past years have 
woven between us. We have learned 
to esteem each other as men, As men, 
nothine has arisen between us, Inex- 
erable fate may force some of us to 
stand in arms against each other. 
Nene of us has wished to do so. Peace, 
however will return. Then all of us 
Germans and Britains alike shall be 
ready to exchange once more the 
eword againet the axe and the spade

HEALTHY FOOT 
GREAT ASSET TO

How often, as the eye travels over 
the lines of an otherwise beautiful 
woman, is it disappointed upon reach- 
ing the feet.

is desirable. The wearing of these ap- 
pliances lessens the tendency to corns 
and bunions as they hold the arch up 
in place, thus preventing the crowding 
of the forward part of the foot into the 
toe of the shoe 

If you wish to maintain comfert and 
elegance of carriage, do not neglect 
your feet. Many ailments of the body, 
commonly attributed to various other 
causes, are due entirely to misplaced 
bones In feet. Pressure of a bone In 
the foot upon a nerve Hgament or 
muscle ts liable to cause pain or Irri- 
tion In almost any part of the body, 
Get right on your feet and do it at 
once, Nature and beauty demand it 
and your entire system will benefit.
